By far the most important ca»e trud 
in cm 'in court so far wa fiat of 
Miss Gertrude Lucas of Caldwell 
county against the Louisville and 
.Nashville railroad. Mies Lucas sued 
for f 2. r )000 damages for the loss of her 
leg below the knee and three fingers 
Of one hand. 

Miss Lucas is a lady of unusual 
beauty and this fact was not the least 
factor io atrengtbening her case. She 
is, of medium si/. ', with very dark 
-; luxuriant and wavy; big, ex- 
•essive brown eyes, regular features, 
and a pretty mouth surrounded by 
dimples when she smiles. 

The case was called early in the 
week and was given to the jury late 
Wednesday evening. 

Miss Lucas wars on a visit to a rela- 
tive new Pembroke. .She went to 
Pembroke to take the train for this 
city en route to her home. Ths depot 
is on the opposite side from the plat- 
form. Two trains were due and there 
was some doubt whether the train co 
ming first was the one to stop or not. 
It was discovered when it came into 
view that it would stop, and there was 
a general rush of the passengers to 
cross ahead of the train. Miss Lucas 
was the last, aud as tho train came 
near she became stricken with fear 
and stood helpless from terror until 
•truck by the train, which had slowtd 
up to ten Jules an honr. Her claim 
is based an the charge that a car on 
the siding >c*»stru<it«d the view, and 
that being, stiff with cold from wait- 
in a depot wituout fire, she was 
not in a condition to jump when she 
saw her dsnger, the plat 'or in being 
considerably higher than the track. 
This inability to escape paralyz-d her 
energies and she was helpless in tbe 
face of danger. The railroad compa 
ny was charged with negligence and 
an improper provision for the public 
safety. 

The jury reached a verdict at 11 
o'clock yesterday, giving Mi,« Lucas a 
judgment for • 15,000 the lull amount 
claimed. The judgment is the larg 
est ever given in this county in a da 
mag* suit. 

The case will as a matter of course 
be appealed and hi' ter'y fought in 
the higher courts. 

Miss Lueas lives at Fudonis, Ky., 
and is the dsughter of a poor man.

Washington, D. C„ March 23.— 
The report of the Naval Board of 
Inquirv as to the cause of the explo- 
sion tbat wrecked the battleship Maine 
in the harbor of Havana, on the night 
of February 15, was sent to the two 
houses of Congress todsy. 

The testimony, which was too 
voluminous to be copied, was sent 
only to the Senate. The following 
are the findings of the court: 
In its finding the board says: 
The battleship was moored in from 
five and a half to six fathoms of water 
by the regular Government pilot, the 
authorities having baen previously 
notified of her coming.

"The observance of E rter dstes 
back to about tbe year 68, at whicb 
time there was much contention am> ng 
tbe Eastern and Western cbuichte a< 
to what day the festal should be ob 
served. It waa finally ordained at the 
council of Nice in tbe year 327 that it 
mutt be observed throughout the 
Christian world on the same day; tbi* 
decision settled that Easter should be 
kept the Suuday first after tbe four- 
teenth dsy of the first Jewish month, 
but no general conclusion was arrived 
at aa to the cycle by which the festi- 
val wat to be regulated and tome of 
thechurcbfi tdoptcd one rule and 
tome another. Thia diversity of usage 
was put an end to and the Roman 
rule making Eastei the first Sunday 
after the 14th day of tbe calendar 
moon wat established in England in 
669. After nine centuriee a discrep- 
ancy in the keeping of Eaater wat 
caused by the eutboritiet of the Eng- 
lish church declining to adopt the re- 
formation of tbe Gregorian Calendar 
in 1852. The difference waa nettled 
in 1752, by the adoption of the rule 
which makes Eatter Day always the 
first Sunday alter tbe full moon that 
appeara on or next after the twenty 
first day of March, If the full moon 
bappent upon a Sunday Easter is ihe 
Sunday after.— April Dadiea Home 
Journal.
